London, Juno 8— Headed by Major 
General John J. Pershing, the flrst 
representatives of the American army 
that are to enter thp European war, 
disembarked this morning at a British 
port after an uneventful voyage of ten 
days on board the White Star Liner 
Baltic. 

The party was received with full 
military honors and immediately en 
trained for London, where It arrived 
this afternoon, and was welcomed by 
the Earl of Derby, the minister of 
war, Viscount French, coraniander of 
tho British homo forces, and the 
American offlclali. 

General Pershing's personal staff 
and the membera of the general staff 
who will perform tho preliminary 
work for the first fighting forc( 
number fifty-seven ofllcers and ar 
accompanied by a squad of some fifty 
privates, and a largs oivlllan clerical 
force. 

The American residents of Lon 

don and various British organizations 
have prepared an extensive program 
of entertainment for the American 
party, but it Is doubtful If much o 
It will be carried out, as Qeneral 
Pershing, before being informed of 
the plans, expressed a desire that there 
be a minimum of anything In the na- 
ture of a social character. Tho entire 
contingent devoted Itself to the hard- 
est kind of work ot «n organising na- 
ture and the whole stmospbere of the 
mission Is that ot men embarking on a 
grave enterprise with tho deepest real- 
ization of Its dtnicultles and demands.

PEEPARE NOW FOE tttXT tUSL'B fOOD StfPtLY 

A crucial time ii* the world's food supply wiU'be n. xi .wmi mid 
the year after next. All that wu iire doing today iookiug toward 
increased food coiiservatiou is merely u preparation for what must 

. be done for next year'a crop and for the year to follow, and per- 
chance for years iifler tiiat. The tli()Uf,'hl of the whole iiatiou should 
be ceutered Upon plans for peaking certain a larger food prduction 
next year than it will be possible to get this year. We started too 
late tliis year to aee()iiii)lisli tlie largest results, but we must begJli 
now to prepare for the years to come. 

Congress should immediately take some action that would es- 
tablish a minimum price for staple food supplies in order that farm- 
ers might be justihcd in purchasing the agricultural implements and 
the fertillwrs and engaging the labor necessary to increasing 'the 
acreage under cultivation. Action should also he taken that would 
secure an ample supply of seed wheat so that an arrangement might 
be put into effect by which we could this fall add at least 50 per cent, 
to the wheat-growing aereat;e of the country. I'nless we eau in 
crease llie winter-wheat area Ity 2.') to 50 per cent, we shall fall very 
short of the needs of the hour in otir own country and in the world. 
We must consider tliesc i|uestions from the standpoint of a jxissihili- 

. ty of bad Aveather eutlint! sliort the yield of all crops, and, therefore, 
we must look to the enlargeiiu-nf of acreage, to the selection of the 
best 'seed that can be obtained of all strain and other food suppli.'s, 
and cotton as well, and we must mnlie sure that an availahle supply 
of seed will he obtained, for otherwise the hi-rh prices of grain 
might tempt the farmers to sell oflf their entire erop. as tliey are, to 

■ some extent, doing with their livestock in sellint; olV much of their 
breeding stock which should he kept, tempted hy the high prices for 
meat and at the same time moved thereto by the high cost of feed. 

The business ])eopli' of the eouiitry have hecn earnest and vifior- 
ous in trying to arouse a liroad interest in the enlargement of oui' 
food crops this year, but the time was limited and the work was un- 
dertaken too late, and We must now hegin a campaign with still 
greater vigor, looking to the enlargement of the land under cultivn- 
tion in food crops for next year, and not a moment should be lost in 
beginning this campaign. It lieiiooves the (loverumeut to t.ike tin 
lead in this, and Congress should promptly guarantee a minimum 
price on the great food staples, and this price should be high enough 
to justify the farmers in undertakiii!: to rai.se more fooil supplies 
even with the high prices of labor, of fei^jlizers and of all other 
things which add to the burden and the cost of fanners' work. We 
do not believe it at all wise that for the mouu'ut toiisidc ration 
should lie ■j;iven to fixing a maximum price. The question is to fix 
a minimum price high enough to make certain that the farmers can 
draw back into farm work a sufficient amount of lalior to justify 
them in increasing their acreage and in i)lanning for larger opera- 
tions next ycm: Jf this should he put into elfeet. mueh new land 
would be ciiltivated and many people not now enga'ied in farminy;. 
but who are familiar with farm operations, would tro hack into farm 
work, and landowners everywhere would begin now to |)iau fur next 

.year's operations. Congress and the Administration will make .a 
serious mistake if this work is not takiMi uji innuediately in oitier 
that the machinery for working out this plan nmy be created. 

NATIONAL DAY LIGHT-8AVIN0 

"Daylight-saving," recently a sort of municipal fad, is now be- 
ing taken seriously and advocated on a liiir seale. It lias atl.iined 
the dignity of approval by the I'nited .States senate committee on 
interstate commerce. The president is understood to have given his 
approval to the eabler bill, on wiiieli the eommittee acted, and wiiicli 
proposes to make daylight-saving eifectivc throughout the entire 
country. It is expected to become a law . 

The device is inledi d to apply only to the four sunniest months. 
The clocks would all he turned ahead one hour on the last Sunday 
of April and turned back again on the first Sunday in Septend)er, 
The measure recognizes, for |)urp(ises of time adjust tneiit, the fom 
standard time zones already established by the railroads and reeog- 
communities. 

This change used to be rei'omnicnded primarily as a health meas- 
ure, enabling jieople to get tliroiij,'ii their working day earlier and 
thus have an hour more for outdoor recreation bciore dark. Now 
the emphasis is being placed on its economic as|)e( t. It is regarded 
IS a war measure, after the example of several l']uro|)eaii lielligerents. 
It involves a substantial saving in the use of coal, because it means 
that people will go to bed an hour earlier, and thus use less gas and 
electricity in their linines. and make less demand on trolley lines and 
places of public entertainment at night.
